A VISIT TO A CONVICT PRISON IN 
ITALY. 


Tho Naples correspondent of the Daily, 
ewe writea’as follows :—Thé group of the 
Ponza Islands, though only six howres’ steam 
from Naples, ra attracts.one of the many 
visitors to thie city. My -object being to 
obtain an insight into the mauagenient of 
the dreaded “ bagno ” of Santo Stefano, full 
of ‘noted brigands and murderers, I went, 
there provided with o pormission ,budly 

nted to me by the-Taliax Goréroment, 

+ Santo Stofeno-if' a -bell-shapad_rodk, 450 
oa feet high and a mile in circumference, Tho 
Janding is effected by steps hewn in the 
_ precipitous rock, and in stormy weather the 
island: is inaccessible. ‘The prison is almost 
the only building on the landing ; barracks 
for the soldiors, and officas for administration 
aing “adjoined. The number of the convicts 
actually ‘prasent that day was 744, the 
majority having been condemned to death, 
but, in accordance witt the Italian custom, 
had: had their sentencea commuted to penal 
_ servitude for life, with hard labour, The 
yest wore undor sentence of impridonment 
for terms varying. from scven to twenty 
ears, with bard labour, The groatost 
riminal of all (such # distinction being only 
possible“by taking into account the nuaiber 
of murders committed) is one named 
Croceo, who, -from. 1860-1864, was the 
terror of the province of Basilicata. Once a 
carporal under the Rourbons, ha formed o 
band of nadtly 1,000 malefactors, and had 
several uccessful encounters with the 
national troops. He has no lesa than 21 
murders on his conscience, besides incen- 
diaries, and in all he bag been convicted of 
40 crimes. He is one of tho fow inmatos of 
Santo Stefano, who can read and write. I 
visited bin in hia cell, and found a power- 
fully-built man, bat the fierceness of bis 
aspect was much tated down by hia boing 
clean shaved ang cropped. In conduct ho 
ia quite o model prisoner. Next to him in 
infamons celebrity ia Verzeni, the garotter 
of women, who atreugled his victims with 
no other object than that of indulging a 
fiendish delicht iz witnessing their death 
atruggice, He is of dwarfish stature, and. 
the very porsonification of Quilp. Lopiang; 
a fomous.brigand and murderer, from the 
province of Cosenza, voluntarily gave himself 
- up to justice in order to obtain the reward 
of 20,000 francs offered by the Government, 
for bis capture. He actually received the 
money, which he left.to his family. He is 
now an excellent worker in iron. The exe 
_ pression of his face is mild, though he boasts 
of & noso which is probably the torigést to 
be found in Italy. . A convict on-hia arrival 
first performs bis prison toilet. Ho ie shaved 
pod, -dressod in a coarse ebirt, at 
brown and yellow stripod jacket of coarse 
sorstad, and trousars of tho same, “Round 
his waist is s leather belt, to which is a 
tached a new chain weighing Slb5 which 
also screwed fast to a ring round the aukle. 
A square woollen cap without brim—red if 
ita wearer js condemned for a number of 
“years and gree if for lite—completes the 
outfit. The prisoner.is then placed in dolitary 
confinement for a ufopth, after,the lapse of | 
which bo is-chained to‘anothor-convict, and 
becomes.a member of the third category for 
six months.
